The index contains: an introduction, general 
instructions, a classified section, an author index, a subject ind*»x, 
a speech coaaunication thesaurus, a name-in-text index, book and 
aedia reviews, bibliographies, and a list of reference aaterials. 
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Duplication of Journal Articles 

The fotlowing state speech ind theatre associations have given the Center permission to reproduce articles from their 
journals upon request for individual scholarly use for people residing outside of the home state (this will ensure local 
circulation). A royalty program has been esublished and is operational. 

Up to this time the state journal literature not only lacked indexing but was also inaccessible to people residing outside 
of the home sute. 

Through the cooperation with these associations we are currently indexing and making the sute journal literature known 
to the national theatre and speech communication community. 

We encourage all state associations of speech anc theatre to participate in this program. Let the national community 
share research and new ideas being generate on the local level.

The coverage of the Index is primarily focused on the field of speech communication, excluding tiicatrc and speech 
sciences. Theatre articles appearing in speech journals will be indexed in the Theatre/Drama Index. Speech science 
articles will bt cited in the Speech Communication Index, but we will not index journals devoted strictly to speech 
sciences* 

Our policy is to index all the literature appearing in speech communication journals and other materials not currently 
indexed. Most of the other interdisciplinary journal literature relevant to communication studies is currently indexed 
in such services as Psychological Abstrac Sociological Abstracts, Unguage and Language Behavior Abstracts (for a 
^uide to all the indexes and abstracts u to communication research see our Communication Studies Guide 
described in the Other Publications ano ^.rvices section). We will noi duplicate the efforts of these fine research 
tools. Language and Language Behavior Abstracts includes several of the journals indexed in our project; however, 
LLBA indexes those articles relevant to language and language behavior, while we intend to index all articles appear- 
ing in speech communication journals. 

Utet of the Index 

We have designed the Index as a guide to materials for the followi. g information needs: 

1 . Scholarly research in speech communication, both for '^ontemporary and historical studies. 

2. Current awareness sources for individuals attempting to keep up with the journal literature, new 
monographs and book reviews, reference materials and bibliographies, and speech communication 
bibliography in general. 

3. Speech communication education at all levels, so teachers and professors may be aware of materials 
and techniques which may be helpful in the classroom and/or in forensic activities.

Wc would like to thank Dr. Borden and Patrick Kennicott of the Speech Communication Association for permitting the 
Center to use the thesaurus for indexing purposes. 

The thesaurus is probably the first attempt in the speech communication field to standardize terminology and subject 
headings for information retrieval purposes. 

The terms in the original thesaurus are listed below without the narrower, related, and broader temi descriptors. We 
simply did not have space to reproduce the entire the ^urus at this time. 

A rotated descriptor display of several key terms in the thesaurus is located at the end of the main list. 

The additional terms that we have added at the Center are located at the end of the rotated descriptor display. 

We are currently working on refining and developing a more precise system of referral terms that was available in the 
original thesaurus through its narrower, broader, and related term concept. When compleved, each individual descriptor 
will have a list of closely related terms located beneath it. These terms will guide researchers to other useful descriptors 
related to their topic. 

We encourage ail members of the speech communication community to submit terms to be added and withdrawn from 
the thesaurus. Individuals wishing to assist should follow these procedures: 

1. List the term to be added along with a brief definition and reasons why it should be a standard heading in 
the thesaurus. 

2. List the term to be deleted and give reasons why it should be withdrawn.
